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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 1 and 2. 

As to claim 1 , see the reason in the previous Office Action. 

As to claim 2, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "generating a Gaussian beam by transmitting light to a 
convex surface of the lensed fiber to focus the Gaussian beam", "receiving the 
Gaussian beam reflected from the material with the lensed fiber moving vertically 
with respect to the material" and "measuring the thickness of the material by 
calculating a difference among maximal points of the reflected Gaussian beam 
strength", in combination with the rest claim 2.
